The State Department issued a 
formal warning today that any per- 
son participating in the purchase 
of exit permits for relatives or 
friends in German-occupied terri- 
tory would be regarded as a person 
trading with the enemy “and there- 
by be publicly designated as an 
enemy.”

None of the American 
planes are missing or lost in either 
the bomber raids or fighter attack 
near Gabes, the communique said.

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, 
Nov. 24 (AP).—American and Aus- 
tralian soldiers fought their way 
yard-by-yard toward Buna today 
against Japanese forces that ap- 
parently have chosen to be ex- 
terminated rather than to surren- 
der their southernmost New 
Guinea beachhead. 
Extending the picture of steady 
envelopment, today’s midday com- 
munique reported an Australian 
jungle column had moved into 
Gona, enemy anchor 12 miles above 
Buna, and was mopping up the 
garrison there. 
Simultaneously, American forces 
overran Cape Endaiadere which 
lies three miles southeast of Buna, 
overcoming stiff resistance from 
many machine gun nests and tree- 
top snipers, 

Strike at Sanananda. 

While some of the Allied left 
wing forces were completing the 
mop-up job in Gona, others turned 
down the coast toward Sanananda, 
between Gona and Buna, which 
the enemy was reported to occupy 
in force, 
The Japanese were resisting 
fiercely around Buna although 
they were forced to fight without 
air or sea support. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's bombers kept close watch 
along the coast for any effort to 
reinforce or evacuate enemy units 
which are being slowly shoved 
back toward the sea. 
Allied planes continued to sup- 
port the ground advance and one

One officer, Lieut. H. H. Hill, 
returned to the Allied lines after 
parachuting from an Aijircobra 
plane shot down Sunday in a bat- 
tle with Japanese fighters and dive 
bombers. 

U. 8. Troops Mile From Buna. 
With Gona entered and Allied 
troops on the beach between that 
village and Buna, the last points 
of resistance seemed to ‘be Buna 
and Sanananda. American troops 
were reported fighting yesterday 
at Buna mission, a mile from the 
town, and it was apparent that the 
Japanese foothold there and at 
Sanananda could be no more than 
two or three miles deep. 

While . the ground forces were 
shoving the enemy out of one of 
his best bases for potential in- 
vasion of Australia, Allied flyers 
also struck at Japanese-held bases 
on Portuguese Timor which lies 
northwest of the island continent. 
Attack planes and medium bomb- 
ers raided Beco and Raimean, the 
communique said, These ports 
are the Timor anchorages near- 
est Australia and the attacks in- 
dicated the Japanese had extend- 
ed their occupation across the 
island, 

Along the New Guinea coast 
some 225 miles northwest of the 
battle area, an Allied air recon- 
maissance group shot down an 
enemy fighter that attempted in- 
terception over Vitiaz Strait.

Richard Krebs, Who 
Wrote ‘Out of the 
Night,’ Ordered Sent to 
Germany. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP).— 
Attorney General Biddle announced 
today that Richard Julius Herman 
Krebs, -who wrote “Out of the 
Night,” a widely sold book on his 
experiences as an agent of the 
Gestapo and the OGPU under the 
name of Jan Valtin, had been ar- 


rested near Bethel, Conn., on a 
warrant ordering his deportation 
to Germany. 

-The next step presumably will 
be to intern Krebs as an. enemy 
alien, since he cannot be returned 
to Germany during the war. 

The Department of Justice de- 
clined to comment on this in line 
with its policy concerning enemy 
Aliens, 

Krebs is a native. of Darmstadt, 
Germany, and is 37 years old. 

Krebs was arrested by Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
officers on a warrant issued by 
Commissioner Earl G. Harrison, 
after Biddle had approved a de- 
portation order based on alleged 
violations of the 1917 and 1924 im- 
migration acts. 

The violations were described as 
illegal entry into the United States 
after once having been arrested 
and deported and after committing 
a crime (perjury) involving moral 
turpitude. 

The Board of Immigration Ap- 
peals voted unanimously for the 
deportation order, the department 
said, after first denying Krebs’ .ap- 
plication to suspend’ the proceed- 
ing, on the ground that he had not 
been a person of good moral char- 
acter during the past five years 
and that he was otherwise deporta- 
ble. 

- Prior to his arrest he had been 
at liberty under $5000 bond pending 
a decision by the board.

MOSCOW, Nov. 24 (AP).—The 
prongs of a double Russian of- 
fensive which battlefront reports 
said had driven deeply into the cold 
steppes west of the Don bend were 
closing steadily today on the Nazis’ 
whole Stalingrad salient. 

The Soviet high command ane 
nounced 12,000 more Germans were 
killed and 11,000 more taken pris- 
oner yesterday, and additional hun- 
dreds killed last night, increasing 
the enemy dead and captured in 
the drive to more than 50,000. 

Despite desperate German resist- 
ance in an effort to keep open a 
corridor of reinforcement or escape 
to the long-besieged Volga bastion, 
the Russians reported new gains 
to maintain their average of six 
to 12 miles a day northwest of aah 
ingrad and nine to 12 miles a day 
southwest of the city. 

(British dispatches from Stock- 
holm said Col. Gen. Hermann Van 
Hoth, reputed. commander of the 
Nazi siege forces, “has begun to 
pull out from Stalingrad.” London 
sources estimated there might be 
300,000 to 400,000 Germans and oth- 
er Axis troops in the imperiled 
area.) 

The deepest reported Russiaii 
penetration was at Chernyshev- 
skaya on the Chir River, 125 
miles west of Stalingrad and 76 
miles -west of Kalach, the railroad 
town on the Don bend which thé 
Russians seized over the week. end, 

Chernyshevskaya is some 40 
miles southwest of Klietskaya, the 
Don River citadel 100 miles north» 
west of Stalingrad which the Nazis 
overran in their fall drive toward 
the Volga. Now Germans holding 
positions at Kletskaya are mene 
aced from two sides, since the Rus» 
sians also are on the offensive in 
the Serafiomovich area, 30 miles 
farther up the Don.

“Pawns of Hitler.” 
Judge Campbell called the de- 
fendants “pawns of Hitler,” and 
said, “This is a war of people 
against people as well as cannon 


against cannon, To endanger the 
home front, therefore, is as trea- 
sonable as the act of spiking our 
guns in the face of the enemy. 
“It was apparent... . that each 
of the woman defendants, though 
knowing the seriousness and evil 
nature of her actions, undoubtedly 
followed the leadership of her hus- 
band. This being true, the Court 
recognizes a distinction between 
the husbands’ and the wives’ de- 
gree of guilt. ... 
“In the case of husbands, the 
evidence shows deliberate adhering 
and giving aid and comfort to an 
enemy in time of war. To coun- 
tenance such conduct by leniency 
while our nation fights for its very 
existence would be such derelic- 
tion. of duty as would be second 
only to the treason thus con- 
doned.” 

1200-Word Statement. 
Throughout the reading of the 
judge’s 1200-word statement the 
convicted men and women sat with 
their gaze fixed on him. 
The courtroom was heavily 
guarded, with deputy marshals 
standing around the wall, behind 
the bench and at the closed doors. 
The small room was filled. 
As the defendants filed in none 
spoke except Hans Haupt. He said 
to the marshal guarding him, Max 
Fisher: 
“It looks like payday.” 
Two Navy .medical men were 
seated near the defendants, in the 
event they needed medical atten- 
tion, but the defendants remained 
stoical. After they were led back 
to the marshal’s office, Mrs. Froeh- 
ling wept.

U. S. BUYS OIL REFINERY 
FOR SHIPMENT TO RUSSIA 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP).— 
The Douglas Oil Refinery near Los 
Angeles has been acquired by the 
Government for shipment to Rus- 
sia under the lend-lease program, 
the Office of War Information an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The Douglas plant, described as 
a medium-sized refinery, was com- 
pleted more than a year ago and 
produces 87-octane gasoline. 

The announcement said the re 
finery was offered for sale to the 
Government by its owners.

He testified before the 
Immigration Appeals Board that 
from 1923 to December 1937, he 
was a member of the Communist 
party of Germany and that during 
that period he led a Hfe “of con- 
spiracy and violence.” 

He came to the United States 
from Shanghai in 1926 by way of 
Canada on orders, he told the 
board, of his Communist party su- 
periors. Krebs assaulted a Los An- 
geles store keeper about Aug. 14, 
1926, pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in San Quentin 
Prison. He was paroled after 39 
months and on Nov, 30, 1941, w 
pardoned by the Governor of Cali- 
fornia,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP).— 
Petroleum Co-ordinator Ickes told 
a House Interstate Commerce sub- 
committee today he had requested 
authority to construct a second 
|new oil pipeline from the South- 
west oil fields to the New York- 
Philadelphia area, and said if 
approved it would add 200,000 bar- 
rels daily to Eastern oil supplies, 
The Secretary of Interior said it 
would take from nine to 12 months 
to build the line if authority and 
priorities were granted. 

It would supplement a line al- 
ready being built from Longview, 


Tex., to Norris City, Ill, and 
thence to New Jersey. 

The line already being built to 
Illinois, Ickes said, is scheduled 
for completion by Dec, 15, but 
| probably would be held up because 
of a labor shortage and delays in 
obtaining pumping equipment. 
He said the extension of this 
line to New Jersey probably 
would be completed by next June, 
resulting in daily deliwry of an 
additional 300,000 barrels ef crude 
oil to the Eastern coast. 

His Views on Confusion. 

Asked by committee members 
how public confusion with respect 
to the oil supply situation might 
be eliminated, Ickes suggested that 
the public quit reading the news- 
papers and that efforts be made 
to hold down press releases that 
were not “cleared through the Of- 
fice eof the Petroleum Co-ordina- 
tor.” 
He commented that frequently 
he is quoted in the newspapers 
only to find some other agency 
“perhaps anonymously” putting 
out statements to the opposite 
effect. 

“Some people do the most talk- 
ing who know the least about the 
subject,” he added wryly.

“We got back to the submarine 
without trouble and as it turned to 
go to sea we saw two pairs of 
headlights rushing along the main 
road toward the house. They 
stopped at the house and we 
learned later it was a full-scale 
genarmerie raid. 

“Before Gen. Clark and his par- 
ty left the submarine, the crew 
asked permission to come up top 
on the casing and give them a 
cheer, Capt. Livingston, Lieut. 
Foote and I took off our hats to 
Gen, Clark and his party.”

To Fifth 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (AP).—It 
took a little time, a little patience 
and a little help from Auburn, bit 
Boston College finally made the 


grade and today the unbeaten, un-/ 


tied Eagles are the class of the 
nation’s college football teams, ac- 
cording to 118 experts who voted 
in the Associated Press poll. 

No better than third in any of 
the previous weekly polis, the 
Eagles took over the top spot aft- 
er Georgia's Bulldogs, first-place 
choice for the past month, were 
bounced from the unbeaten ranks 
by Auburn Saturday, 27-13. 

Georgia Tech, runner-up to the 
Bulldogs in recent weeks and log- 
ical successor to the throne, missed 
the No. 1 rating by a matter of 
34 points and remained in sec- 
ond place, although the Engineers 
polled more first-place yotes than 
Boston’s Eagles. 

After spilling Florida, 20-7, for 
its ninth straight victory, Tech 
was listed first on 50 ballots, while 
only 47 sports writers voted the 
lead to a Boston College club that 
trampled Boston University, 37-0, 
for its eighth in a row. However, 
the Eagles drew 50 second-place 
votes to 36 for Tech and wound up 
with 1078 points, compared with 
1044 for the Engineers.

250,000 Polish 
Jews Reported 
Killed by Nazis 


Himmler Said to Have 
Ordered Mass Exter- 
mination — Details 
Given. 


LONDON, Nov. 24 (AP). 

HE Polish Government-in-exile 
T asserted today that Heinrich 

Himmler, Nazi Gestapo chief, 
had ordered the extermination of 
one-half of the Jewish population 
of Poland by the end of this year 
and that 250,000 had been killed up 
to and through September under 
that program. 

“According to information leak- 
ing from the German Labor Office 
(Arbeitsamt), only 40,000 Jews are 
to remain in the Warsaw ghetto— 
only thoroughly skilled workers to 
be employed in the German war 
industry,” a Government statement 
said. 

“The most convincing proof of 

the dwindling numbers in the 
ghetto lies in the fact that for 
September, 1942, 130,000 ration 
cards were printed; for October, 
the number issued was only 40,000.” 
The statement said that those 
marked for extermination at any 
time are “driven to a square where 
old people and cripples are segre- 
gated, taken to a cemetery and 
shot.” 
'““The remainder,” it said, “are 
loaded into freight cars, 150 to a 
car intended for 40: The floor of 
the car is sprinkled with a thick 
layer of lime or chlorine-sprinkled 
water. The doors of the cars are 
sealed. Sometimes the train starts 
immediately. Other times it waits 
on a siding for days. 

“The people are packed so tight- 
ly that those who die of suffoca- 
tion remain in the crowd side by 
side with those still living. Half 
of the people arrive dead at the 
destination. Those surviving are 
sent to special camps at Treblinka, 
Belzec and Sobibor. Once there 
they are mass-murdered.” 


GOVERNMENT CIVILIAN JOBS 
INCREASE 122,827 IN MONTH 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP).— 
Civilian jobs in the Government in- 
creased by 122,827 during August 
to a total’ of 2,450,759 at the end 
of the month, the Civil Service 
Commission announced today. 

Federal employment has gained 
an average of more than 100,000 
for several months, indicating that 
the present total probably is 
around 2,750,000, 

The major August increase was 
96,652 jobs in the War Department, 
sending its aggregate to 1,009,030. 
The Navy Department added 24,880 
civilian workers to make its total 
500,565. 

The August payroll was $371,- 
502,171.

RED ARMY ON THE OFFENSIVE 


By BARNET NOVER 


F any battle in 1942 deserves to 
| be called decisive-it is the battle 

which for more than three 
months has been raging in and 
around Stalingrad. 

Stalingrad has proved to be both 
Hitler’s Marne and his Verdun. It 
was there that the Nazi military 
time table was disrupted for good 
and all. It was there that the Ger- 
man army was bled white. 


With the Red army intact, with 
Moscow and Leningrad holding 
firm and with the industrial and 
raw material resources of the Ural 
and Siberian regions to draw upon, 
Russia could have. lost Stalingrad 
without losing the war. The blow 
would have been severe but not 
necessarily fatal. But if Hitler’s 
hold on Etalingrad is now broken 
and he is forced to withdraw to the 
Don the damage to Germany will 
be irreparable. 

In his speech of September 30 
and again in his speech of Nov. 8, 
Hitler went out of his way to em- 
phasize, indeed to over-emphasie, 
the importance of Stalingrad. 

He did so, no doubt, because he 
felt certain that if he threw enough 
men and material into the battle, 
Stalingrad would be taken. Then 
Germany could claim to have won 
a decisive victory and thus restore 
its waning prestige. 


Now in making this prediction 
of Stalingrad’s capture (“you may 
depend on it,” he said) Hitler was 
committing himself to a course of 
action in which.prestige considera- 
tions were given priority over tac- 
tical necessities. 

It was last year’s battle of Mos- 
cow all over again. For at Stalin- 
grad as at Moscow Hitler had to 
take the risk of having winter find 
his army trapped in a sector where 
it could not dig in. 

Furthermore, the decision to con- 
tinue the fight for Stalingrad 
meant an additional investment of 
men, planes, tanks and guns which 
Germany could not spare without 
starving other fronts, notably 


Egypt. 


| Indeed, it is a fair assumption 
that had it not been for Hitler's 
decision to continue the fight for 
Stalingrad, the progress made in 
Africa by Gen. Montgomery and 
the British Eighth Army would 
have been far less rapid than it 
has been. By the same token, the 
German forces tied up at Stalin- 
grad and the Northern Caucasus 
made it impossible for Hitler to 
forestall the Anglo-American move 
into Morocco and Algeria. 

To a very real degree, therefore, 
it was the magnificent defensive 
fight made by the Russians that 
paved the way for the brilliant of- 
fensive action by the’ British and 
by us. And now it is Russia's turn 
to benefit by the events of the past 
few weeks. 


It is impossible to speak. with 
any degree of certainty regarding 
the men and planes which the Afri- 
can developments have compelled 
Hitler to withdraw from the East- 
ern front. But in view of the fact 
that the situation in the Northern 
Caucasus and at Stalingrad has 
resembled a stalemate for a long 
time, any material reduction in 
German strength was bound. to 


help make possibel the launching 
of a Russian counter-offensive. 

The one uncertainty in this re- 
gard was whether Russia, too, had 
been bled white, whether she still 
possessed the strength to hit back

We now have the answer and it 
is enormously encouraging. 

-Last week the Red Army 
launched a successful offensive in 
the vicinity of Orjonikidze,: north- 
ern terminus of the Georgian mili- 
tary highway. Now the Russians 
are attacking in force in the re- 
gion north and south of Stalingrad. 

This development not only puts 
a considerable German force in 
jeopardy but also threatens to un- 
dermine what is left of Hitler’s 
prestige among his own people, his 
allies and the Axis satellites. 

The cement that has held the. 
Axis combination together is the 
belief that Germany was invinci- 
ble. Recent events have shaken 
that belief but have not altogether 
destroyed it, 


After all, while the Allies have 
won spectacular victories in Africa 
during the past month, Africa is 
not Europe, only the springboard 
for an ultimate assault on Europe. 
And while the Red Army, the only 
large military force opposing the 
Axis, has fought a magnificent de- 
fensive fight and has made Hitler 
pay heavily for every inch of ter- 
ritory, the fact remains that the 
Axis armies in Russia are today 
hundreds of miles further to the 
east and south than they were last 
year. ~ 3 
But if Russia now begins to roll 
back the German tide, while the 
Allies continue to press forward in 
Africa, the waning belief in an 
ultimate German victory will tend 
to disappear. When that happens 
the Axis coalition will begin to 
face dissolution. 

In every one of the satellite 
states there are elements that have 
never taken kindly to the alliance 
with Hitler and who, at the first 
opportunity, will try to wrest pow-} 
er from the present Quisling rulers 
of their lands. But it is only if 
Germany suffers a major. military 
defeat on the continent of Europe 
that such groups will have any 
real chance of taking over. 

For psychological, even more 
than for tactical reasons, the pres- 
ent Russian offensive is of great 
importance. In this war, as in the 
last, the collapse of the center of 
German power will inevitably fol- 
low a cave-in along the periphery. 
And the success the Red Army now 
achieves in the Caucasus, at Stalin- 
grad and elsewhere on the Eastern. 
front will help determine where 
and when that collapse will first 
occur,

FORT LAMY, French Equatorial Africa, Nov. 24 (By Wireless). - 
EACHING northward into the desert from Fort Lamy is the 
supply line which maintains the desert outposts of the Fighting 
French, It is ofie of the most tortuous military supply routes in 
the world. It can be called the “Burma Road” of Africa, but in @ 
sense this is incorrect, because the last 200 miles of it stretches 
through desert where there is no road at all, not even a track. There;

heavily laden trucks struggle through shifting sand dunes, with native 
guides to lead them to their destination fag in the north. : 


It is a road over which the life 
of a truck is only a fraction of 
normal. It is a journey through 
sand, heat and cold, where. the 
temperature difference between 
night and day is 85 or 90 degrees, 
It is a trip where black men 
must scrape a path through soft 
mud with their hands and where 
Frenchmen who direct the truck 
convoys work until they crack up 
physically and must be sent south 
to rest. At times a truck convoy 
moves only six or eight miles in a 
day and when sand storms come 
there is no movement at all. Then 
the white men just sit in the 
eabins of their trucks and the na- 
tives huddle under tarpaulins for 
three, four or five days until the 
blinding sand storm subsides, 


Fortified Oases. 

I have just completed a journey 
over this desert supply route. In 
all, I traveled 1600 miles by truck 
in getting to the desert outposts 
which guard the southeastern 
Libyan border. It was from these 
desert stations that the Fighting 
French crossed miles of desert to 
strike at Italian outposts. 

Last year there were military 
posts at the desert oases, where the 
French and their black native sol- 
diers lived, amid groves of date 
palms and where houses, fortifica- 
tions and machine shops had been 
built. There were others where 
Frenchmen with meager supplies 
lived, near a well or two, with their 
military equipment 

and hidden beneath a féw thorny 
trees that grew there. There were 
some outposts where no American 
had ever been before. 

There was the Camel Corps, with 
all its traditions, which now has 
almost completely given way to 
battle trucks and other mechanical 
equipment of the swift-moving des- 
ert forces. There were huge, black 
native soldiers who slept on goat- 


skins in the sands and longed for 
the steamy jungles of their home 
land in the south, 


Men of Many Types. . 

There were wild native tribes 
which sometimes caused additional 
trouble for the French. As our 
mechanical caravan toiled from 
one post to another through a 
country of gradually thinning veg- 
etation until it moved through 
stark landscapes and mirages of 
real desert, I met more and moré 
those who have elected to carry 
on the fight against the Axis in 
this land of hardships, 


There were men of many types, 
men of Brittany and men of Nor 
mandy, men from the south of 
France and men from the north, 
soldiers, who had fought at Dun- 
kerque and those who had suf- 
fered wounds in the Battle of 
France. There were men who had 
been lawyers or doctors in civil 
life and men who had passed 
years in the hard life of the Camel 
Corps. There were men who had 
not heard from their families since 
the fall of France and did nat 
know whether their relatives were 
alive or dead.

A Midwest Housewife Ponders India. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ECENTLY, while I was carefully 
pouring off waste grease to save for 
Uncle Sam, I asked myself the question: 
“What about India and England?” Now, 
why should a Midwest housewife dizzy 
her brain with the complex problem that 
baffles the world’s sapient minds? Be- 
cause if this is the “century of the com- 
mon man,” then provincial housewives 
like me and city bond salesmen and 
farmers and plutocrats, all the poets and 
peasants of our great country had bet- 
ter begin to share our responsibility in 
thinking about a peace that must be an 
improvement over the mess that the 
“sage old men” in 1919 dreamed up. And 
we must begin by getting rid of old 
prejudices and by informing ourselves. 

So here I am, neither Anglophobe nor 
Anglophile, surrounded by a heterogene- 
ous mass of old clippings on India from 
various publications, and with Pandit 
Nehru’s articulate words from “Toward 
Freedom” wandering like the disor 
ganized Indians themselves through my 
head. And here is that confused paci- 
fist in a loincloth, Mr. Gandhi, waving 
aside objections that Hindus and Mos- 
lems cannot agree with: “Let them en- 
trust India to God ... or anarchy. Then 
all parties will fight one another like 
dogs or ... reach a reasonable agree- 
ment.” And again: “The United States 
might have brought about peace but 
lost the opportunity; even now it would 
be possible for the United States to 
withdraw from the war if she would 
divest herself of the intoxication of im- 
mense wealth.” 

Are these the principles for a better 
world for which my husband soon goes 
off to fight? Even Nehru, always loyal 
to Gandhi, admits the petite saint’s ig- 
morance in international affairs. Per- 
sonal godliness is all very well, but 
non-violent pacifism is as obsolete as 
British imperialism, which surely can- 
not survive the war. If India has reason 
to distrust England’s promise of free- 
dom after the war, why not bind the 
promise with the sacred word of the 
anti-imperialistic nations, the United 
States, China and Russia, nations without 
whose support India would have no free- 
jiom? Then we Americans would have 

solemn obligation to take an active 
part in upholding the principles Of the 
Atlantic Charter and protecting the lit- 
tle peoples of the globe. 

In the meantime, to safeguard India's 
strategical importance now and to gain 
the Indians’ emotional co-operation, could 
the British not make use of the bril- 
liant integrity of Nehru to represent 
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was Gen. Eisenhower's arrangement with Admiral 


improvisation has been explained, and the. President 
has made it clear that it represents no intention to 
make any long-range compromises with anti-demo- 
cratic forces.. 

The incident, however, serves to call attention 
to the problem’ which will confront us as soon as 
fighting stops on any major front. We may knock 
Italy out of the war one of these days, and Ger- 
many’s turn and that of the Japanese, too, will come. 
When these things happen, we had better be ready 
with a definite plan for the occupation and admin- 
istration of each of these countries. The situation 
will not admit of the easy arrangements possible in 
the fighting occupation of a colonial area. 

It will be necessary to maintain order in countries 
whose governments will have collapsed, to feed the 
people, to administer their affairs, and to put them 
to work at their own rehabilitation. If there is not 
some agreement among the United Nations as to 
how and by whom this shall be done, we are likely, 
as Walter Lippmann warns, to see repetitions of 
Italy’s military action after the last war in relation 
to Austria and Yugoslavia—action which contra- 
vened the announced peace aims of the Allies and 
which helped to undermine Versailles because it 
could not be undone by the peace conference. We 
can’t afford a quarrel over spoils. | 

No doubt, this was in the mind of Sumner Welles 
last week when he said that it was high time for 
the United Nations to work out a blueprint of the 
terms to be dictated just as soon as the bugles 
blow “Cease fire.” He went on to say that this 
pre-armistice agreement must be the foundation for 
the kind of peace contemplated in the formulation, 
of the four freedoms. 3 

Surely, most Americans subscribe to his views, 
but what about Churchill and the English, Stalin 
and the Russians, Chiang Kai-shek and the Chinese? 
What are their plans for armistice day? What, spe- 
cifically, are they fighting for? What, in the con- 
crete, are their war aims? And what are their ideas 
about post-war relations with us and each other? 

Today, the United Nations are a kind of military 
accident. In a sense, this is not one war, but a 
number of wars lumped together. We did not all 
go to war at the same time and for the same Trea- 
sons. We do have a certain common denominator, 
an anti Fascist viewpoint. But that is a little too 
vague to serve as a foundation for immediate and 
specific action. 

Therefore, the very first task of our diplomats 
ought to be the working out of more definite rela- 
tions and a better understanding among the na- 
tions now engaged in a common effort. That is 
the first necessary step toward the formulation of 
armistice terms as well as peace terms, 
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THE WILL THAT WINS. 

Roane Waring of Memphis, the new commander 
of the American Legion, made quite a speech up 
here the other day. We can’t waste any time or pa- 
tience on theorists and dreamers, we must get rid 
of all the stumble-bums, do-gooders and bleeding 
hearts and place ourselves in the hands of strong 
men, he said. We must cultivate the will to kill 
and to destroy. , 

That’s real between-the-halves oratory. However, 
we submit. that “seeing red” in a war plant is not 
going to make for accuracy and speed in turning 
out plane motors, and high blood pressure will not 
step up production in a munitions plant. 

No, this is no time to be lackadaisical, but how 
about cultivating the will to work harder and faster, 
to make greater sacrifices in order to buy more war 
bonds? Here in St. Louis, thousands of miles from 
the nearest Nazi or Jap, that seems more to the 
point, more like the will that wins.

DARLAN DELIVERS DAKAR. 


Ever since the fall of France, Dakar has been | 


one of the world’s most important strategic points. 

Situated at the tip of Africa’s Western bulge, 
Dakar is only 1860 miles from the easternmost pro- 
jection of America, at Natal, Brazil. The British 
Isles are twice that far from New York. If Hitler 
was ever to launch an invasion of the Western 
Hemisphere, Dakar would be highly desirable to 
him as a starting point. 

It was also valuable to the Nazis as a submarine 
base. From Dakar, it was reported, their U-boats 
proceeded in their war on merchant ships in the 
South Atlantic. With Britain compelled to use the 
long route around South Africa, many of its ves- 
sels were intercepted by Nazi sharks of’ West Africa. 

Because of Dakar’s importance, an expedition of 
British ships and De Gaulle followers attempted in 
September, 1940, to free it from Vichy control. When 
Dé Gaulle sought to land under a flag of truce, he 
was met by gunfire from the Petain forces. An at- 
tempt to force a landing was repulsed. The expedi- 
tion retired, and Allied hopes had suffe: 2d another 
setback. | 

Dakar has been greatly strengthened since that 
time, but yesterday it fell into Allied han¢s without 
a shot. Admiral Jean Darian, former Vichy leader 
who has switched over to our side, merely gave 
the word to the civil and military officials in charge 
there. They immediately placed the powerful naval 
base under his orders, and along with it all French 
West Africa, a rich empire seven times the size of 
Texas. Darlan’s order turned the 50,000 troops and 
the naval forces at Dakar from potential enemies 
into allies. 

French North Africa capitulated to the American 
landing forces two weeks ago at Darlan’s command. 
The present coup again justifies Gen. Eisenhower's 
course in coming to terms with Petain’s former 
right-hand man. As the representative of the Mar- 
shal, to whom French soldiers in the colonies are 
bound by oath, Darlan can say the word that frees 
these conscientious troops from their obligation. 

Mr. Roosevelt has made it plain that the arrange- 
ment igs a temporary military measure that in no 
way prejudices this country’s relations with the 
Fighting French movement. Dakar is another proof 
that it is a wise strategic course. 
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BOMBS ON GENOA.

In order to encourage new well drilling 
—and especially wildcatting—the price of 
oil has to be right. Wildcatting is a bigger 
speculative risk than perhaps anything else 
one can think of, Only one well«in five 
yields oil; and an operator can lose $100,000 
on a single dry hole. But they go on in 
hopes of a million-dollar gusher. Since 1859, 
wildcatters have discovered more than 75 
per cent of the 45 billion barrels of oil 
found in the United States. 


When the price of crude oil goes up, so 
does wildcatting, and vice versa. At pres- 
ent, oil men say that crude oil prices are 
too low to encourage much  wildcatting. 
They argue that a 25 to 50 cent a barrel 
rise over the present average $1.15 level 
would be necessary to revive wildcatting.

George J. Sick, chairman of the 
Republican and Democratic county 
committees, respectively; Chapin 8. 
Newhard, treasurer of the Repub- 
lican State Committee, and Russell 
L. Dearmont, Democrat, former 
State Senator. 

Fred W. Evers, chairman of the 
Republican City Commiittee, was 
unable to attend the meeting but 
sent word pledging co-operation to 
the revisidn committee’s effort, 
Morton added. 

The machinery for selecting 
delegates must be set up in each 
State senatorial district by the 
party committees within it after 
the Governor has set a date for 
the election of delegates. - 

After the delegates have been 
selected, the Governor must issue 
a proclamation calling for the con- 
vention. He must set the election 
day at some time prior to next 
May 3 and call the convention into 
session within six months of the 
election of delegates.

CHRISTMAS CLUBS TO PAY 
$1,225,000 TO 26,000 HERE 


More than $1,225,000 in Christ- 
mas club savings will be distrib- 
uated this week and next week 
among about 26,000 St. Louisans by 
eight banks.

Filling Station Operators . 
How to Help Bar a ‘Black M 
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in. Accepting Coupons 
—‘Land Office Business’ Likely Monday, — 
Last Day Before Rationing. Pa 


Gasoline filling station operators 
must register under the national 
mileage rationing program next 
Tuesday or Wednesday and at that 
time must file an inventory of their 
gallonage on hand at midnight, 
Monday, Nov, 30, about 200 of them 
were told last night at a meeting 
at Cleveland High School by Al- 
bert S. Wade, associate state mile- 
age rationing officer for the Of- 
fice of Price Administration. 

Wade warned the operators also, 
in reply to a question, that they 
probably could expect a “land of- 
fice, business” Monday, the last 
day on which gasoline may be 
purchased withoyt rationing cou- 


pons, 

He suggested they keep their 
tanks filled the last few days of 
this month, as they will be unable 
to obtain additional gasoline from 
distributors after Monday unless 
they have registered and have re- 
ceived coupons corrésponding to 
the unused storage space in their 
tanks. 

In explaining the rationing pro- 
gram as it applies to retail dealers, 
Wade said that it was important 
that the inventory be taken at 
midnight -Monday because of a 
number of certifications that must 
be made. He pointed out, how- 
ever, that business may continue 
as usual except that coupons must 
be collected from consumers after 
midnight. 

He warned the operators that 
they should examine the custom- 
er’s ration book before selling him 
fuel, and should make sure that 
the number on the book, the State 
license number and the windshield 
sticker match. In this way, he 
said, the operator may assist in 
preventing the forging of coupons 
and the operation of a black 
market, 

Wade explained the categories 
under, which rationing books were 
issued to consumers last week, and 
said that in addition to these cou- 
pons the dealers may be given cer- 
tain other types of vouchers from 
time to time. 

He said that members of the 
armed forces, on Government busi- 
ness, may simply write a check on 
a form which they will carry, and 
may obtain any amount of gas. In 
reply to a question from the audi- 
ence, Wade said that a cash pay- 
ment should. be callected along 
with the check. 

In case of an emergency, such as 
a motorist having to drive a sick 
person to a hospital, the operator 
may issue two or three gallons of 
gasoline at his own risk. He then 
must explain this issuarice to his 
rationing board, which will reim- 
burse him if his action was con- 
sidered justified. 

Wade said that for operators in 
St. Louis a special registration 
office probably would be opened 
Dec. 1 and 2 in the Municipal 
Auditorium, 

Operators in St. Louis County 
have been informed they should 
register at the office of the county 
rationing board, 27 South Mera- 
mec avenue, Clayton. 

At this time they will obtain a 
kit containing the forms they will 
need and including sheets of 
gummed paper designed to hold 
50 coupons. The dealer is required 
to paste the consumer’s coupons 
on these sheets according to de- 
nominations, not according to the

Meat Vegetable Cakes: Use a 
pound of meat to serve five or six. 
Mix together one pound chopped 
beef (any economy cut), one cup 
boiled rice, one cup cooked car- 
rots and two tablespoons each 
chopped celery, parsley and onions. 
Add one-half teaspoon t, one 
fourth teaspoon paprika and one 
egg (or two yolks). Shape into 
cakes about two-thirds inches 
thick. Sprinkle with flour and 
brown on both sides in three table- 
spoons fat heated in frying pan. 
Cover and cook 10 minutes over 
low heat. Top and surround with 
savory sauce or gravy made from 
drippings. Serve with stewed to- 
matoes, cabbage relish salad and 
fresh apple sauce and ginger 
cookies for dessert. 

Peanut Rice Loaf: To serve four 
mix together one cup chopped 
salted peanuts, one cup boiled rice 
or bread cubes, one-half cup diced 
celery, two tablespoons each 
chopped onions, parsley and pi- 
mentos. Add ‘one-half cup hot 
milk, one beaten egg, one-fourth 
teaspoon each paprika and galt and 
three tablespoons fat, melted, Pour 
into buttered baking dish. Bake 
50 minutes in moderate oven. 
Serve with hot tomato sauce, escal- 
loped cabbage, bran muffins and 
apricot cobbler.

Don’t feel responsible 
your limitations. Put a clean band- 
age on the wound, wait for the 
physician.

First aiders 
should go slowly and act only when 
they are sure and leave much for 
the physician.

This deal formed the basis of 
question 25, above. 

West duly opened the heart 
seven to East’s bid. Dummy’s five 
spot is played—and now, the best 
way to prove the need for East's 
playing the eight or six is to 
show what inevitably happens if 
he makes the usual “normal” play 
of an honor. 

The honor wins, of course, but 
East then cannot wage any de 
fense that will defeat the contract, 
If he returns a low heart (no other 
play has the slightest hope) dum- 
my’s ace wins and the diamond 
queen is returned. 

If East ducks and West wins, 
West is out of hearts; if East 
wins, he can knock out declarer’s 
remaining heart stopper, but can 


never regain the lead to cash his 


established heart. 

When East plays a low heart on 
dummy’s five, all this is changed. 
Declarer must win in his own 
hand, and he cannot take nine 
tricks without clearing the dia- 
monds, On the first diamond lead 
West wing and returns the heart 
which East’s play has preserved 
for him. Dummy’s ace is knocked 
out, and when East gets in, as he 
must, with the diamond ace, he can 
cash his king, queen and low heart 
for the defeat of the contract.

LACKS or sacks—which term 

best describes your wartime 

work costume? If the descrip- 
tive term is “slacks,” then this 
means that becomingness, as well 
as practicability is included, but 
if “sacks” gives a better idea of 
the impression created, then you 
aren’t among the ones who should 
adopt the trouser mode for the 
duration unless your work de- 
mands it. 

The reason that some women 
look so well in slacks and others 
look more like they are wearing a 
pair of sacks is largely a question 
of figures.

If a 
human being has a strong desire 
for life, he can undergo any hard- 
ship. Those who did not reach 
India had no such desire.”

home women who can make their 
own choice and who like slacks 
better than perhaps a lit- 


tle study of figure types, and avail- - 


able modes will not be amiss. At 
least it may counteract the impres- 
sion most men have that every 
woman looks like she is wearing 
sacks when she gets into slacks. 


In a new book, entitled “How 
to Dress in Wartime,” Winifred 
Raushenbush discusses in a prac- 
tical way many of the changes 
in women’s clothes which have 
come with the war and offers 
some interesting suggestions -in 
choosing wardrobes. She not only 
goes into explicit details regarding 
shortages and regulations, but pro- 
vides war board tables and much 
data supplied by governmental de- 
partments. 

Since almost one-third: of the 
book is devoted to the popularity 
of the slacks costume, this indi- 
cates how important the writer re- 
gards the trouser mode. The fact 
that women of various sizes, rath- 
er than just the slender person, 
are wearing slacks makes the con- 
sideration of figures valuable, Miss 
Raushenbush quotes a large mail 
order house to the effect that 25 
per cent of their work uniforms 
are sold in sizes 12 to 20, forty per 
cent in sizes 40 to 44 and 35 per 
cent in sizes 46 and up. 

Should you be one who is delib- 
erating upon the adoption of the 
slacks costume for work merely 
from choice rather than necessity, 
here is a warning to consider: 

“No woman should wear slack 
outfits by choice if her posture is 
not good or if she is 10 pounds 
overweight. The woman who is 
average in height and weight can 
certainly wear them acceptably. 
However, she will look better if 
she wears, not slacks and a shirt 
as men do, but a slacks ensemble, 
co-ordinated in color and possibly 
in material.” 

The woman of average figure 
who carries herself well and keeps 
her weight normal can do much as 
she pleases in buying her slacks, 
because she has the advantage 
over her sisters — providing, of 
course, that she is entitled to call 
herself “average.” Statistics given 
show that the average American

Slacks cos- 
tumes designed by Elizabeth Hawes 
are regarded as ideal for this 
figure.

ESTFUL in color as in flavor,

COLUMBUS AGAIN 


Denver: In your column recent- 
ly, you gave Columbus’s real name 
as “Christoforo Colombo.” In an- 
other part of the paper, the fa- 
mous —— gave the correct name 
as “Cristobal Colon.” Why don’t 
ge “experts” get together?—A.

“The naturally slender woman 
differs from the hour glass and 
wide-shouldered types in several 
ways,” writes Miss Raushenbush. 
“She has less of an inclination to 
take on weight, she is narrower 
through the shoulders and hips, 
and the legs are long in compari- 
son to the body. In many slender, 
long-legged women the waist is 
rather short.” - 


If a woman is the naturally 
slender, long-legged type, with 
just the right height and good 
posture, she obviously can wear 
practically any type of slack out- 
fit, including tight western pants, 
midway slacks and slacks rolled 
up above the knee. She is practic- 
ally the only one, especially if she 
is rather tall,.who can “afford to 
wear a man’s sport shirt of one 
color and slacks of another.”

kind of cancer. Another approach 
was that of heredity, which was 
largely through animal experi- 
ments. While it indicates that 
there is a definite hereditary fac- 


tor in the cause of cancer, all the 


researches must be taken with 
some mental reservations. 

The third period is one in which 
we are just entering. It may be 
called an attempt to find out the 


habits of the cancer cell—what it. 


feeds on, what poison it excretes, 
what starves it and what stimu- 
lates it. I have just been looking 
over the reports of a number of 
researches in this field and it 
seems to me they carry 
promise for future development. 

In qne type of cancer which oc- 
curs in the liver of a rat it has 
been proved that it grows only 
when the diet is inadequate, and 
can be prevented or delayed by 
the administration of dietary sup- 
plements. In fact, by manipulating 
the diet—particularly the vitamin 
supplements—these cancers can be 
made to grow or stop growing, to 
resume growth again, and again 
almost to disappear.

ANOTHER STUDY has shown 
that in certain types of cancer, 
even including human cancer, the 
administration of various hor- 
mones will cause an acceleration 
of growth or a regression of the 
growth of the tumor. These fluc- 
tuations can be measured by 
measuring certain elements in the 
che of the blood. 

It is possible to produce a strain 
of mice of which 100 per cent of 
the females will have cancer of 
the breast. It is also possible to 
produce a strain in which no in- 
dividual ever dies of cancer of the 
breast. Now taking litters of mice 
doomed to have cancer of the 
breast and putting them to nurse 
off a mother from a non-concerous 
strain, the very fact that they get 
this non-cancerous milk will re 
duce the percentage of breast can- 
cer from 30 to 50 per cent,

T HE whole of the flat one-mile-square desert plateau was bathed 


For a minute or so the plane merely circled casually 
while we huddled down in our very shallow trenches, waiting for it

horrible attack that modern warfare has yet devised—dive-bombing. 
I looked up and saw the plane, ghostly white in the light of the 
flares, standing out distinctly against the black star-specked dome 
of the sky. It was just 5 a.m. And then I ducked quickly into the 
trench, for the noise of the motor had changed from a steady drone 
to a high, singing whine as the pilot leaned against his stick and 


pointed his airplane eastward. 


The whine changed to a scream 
as the plane, loaded with death, 
hurled itself through the air. He 
was coming directly for our small 
patch of four short trenches. He 
dove to what seemed a hundred 
feet, and then came the bombs. 
They landed and the world shook 
unsteadily and the earth trembled 
and the sides of my pitifully small 
trench dislodged sand and rock 
and covered me with it and the 
concussion threw me . heavily 
against the side of the narrow 
trench and the blast sent sharp 
flashes of agony through my head. 

And then he was gone. There 
was quiet, except for the drone of 
his motors above. There was the 
smell of smoke and then a new 
sound, a cracking noise. I stood 
up and saw that a large supply 
truck 40 yards from my trench had 
received a direct hit. It was burn- 
ing brightly. This was disheart- 
ening, for it is the custom of Ger- 
man bombers to use fires as tar- 
gets. They did it in France and 
over London and Plymouth and 
Coventry. Henceforth this burning 
truck would be his objective, 

I looked at our car and saw that 
all the glass had been shattered 
and it had jagged holes torn in 
its sides. I heard the plane re- 
turning and it was time to fall face 
downward in the loose sand at the 
bottom of the trench, 

He was not alone this time. 
Word had gone out that there was 
good hunting to be had here on 
our plateau. They dropped more 
flares and circled casually. The 
drone of the motors insipuated 
itself into your brain, so that you 
wondered if the uneven hum 
would ever leave your conscious- 
ness. They waited, studying our 
plateau. There were five of them. 


By now the Nazis knew that we 
had no anti-aircraft guns close 
enough to bother them, so they 
took their time. There was a 
sharp minor explosion close by and 
I stuck my head above the trench. 
I did that by merely sitting up. 
The fire had reached the gas tank 
of the supply truck and the tank 
had exploded, a gentle explosion 
compared to the noise of the 
bombs. 


Then, fantastically, the truck 
came to life. Roman candles shot 
from it in graceful curves. The 
truck, unluckily, had been full of

wreck, blue and green and white. 
I could imagine the German pilots 
up there talking to one another 
through their radios and saying: 
“Good joke, eh, Franz? The English 
shooting fireworks at us.” I was 
swept with blind and quite illogical 
hatred of them. Hatred is a good 
honest emotion and it is useful, 
too, because when hatred grips 
you—fear leaves. 


They had decided to paste us 
again and I flung myself into the 
trench and swore at them and 
hated them and hated all Germans 
and that was good, because now I 
wasn’t nearly as afraid as I had 
been when they first came. 


Our treriches, shallow as they 
were, threw black shadows in the 
amazingly white light of the flares 
and we know that from the air 
those shadows would stand out 
like broad charcoal marks on white 
paper. 

All five of them dove at once. 
The bombs dropped all around my 
small trench and time stood still 
and nothing was real except the 
horrible cacophony of warfare at 
its worst.
